provide for the daily distribution oi 
food to practically all classes of the 
population. The distribution is to be 
made from public kite*icns conven- 
iently located in all sections of the 
rity. The whole scheme, when com- 
pleted, will cost $r>00,000.

loomed large in the public mind, ana 
it was only the German military and 
scientific experts who continued to'i 
have faith in his invention. 


While the German scientific organs 


proclaimed 
each 
new 
Zeppelin a 


triumph, the weight of expert opin- 
ion in England was on the other side. 
At the beginning of the present war 
the English were inclined to laugh at 
the idea of a Zeppelin raid. The pos- 
sibility of such a thing was ridiculed 
by even the foremost of English avi- 
ation experts, some of them still con- 
tended that "a balloon can not be 
steered in the air because of the ab- 
sence of that denser medium for the 
rudder which the water provides in 
the case of a ship."
